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MILKING TEAT CUP 

What is claimed is: 

1. A milking teat cup (1), comprising: 

an internal cylinder (2) made of an elastic member that includes a 
teat-inserting opening (2a) at one end and a milk-discharging opening (2b) at the other 
end; and 

an external cylinder (3) disposed surrounding the outside of the internal 
cylinder (2) and forming a pulsating air chamber (4) between the internal cylinder and 
the external cylinder, 

wherein a back-flow prevention member (25) is provided at the 
milk-discharging opening (2b) for preventing milk that flows backward into the 
internal cylinder from coming in direct contact with a teat (A). 

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 

Figs, 1 to 3 show a first embodiment of the device. Fig. 1 shows a perspective view 
of a teat cup and a milk claw. Fig. 2 shows a longitudinal sectional view of the teat 
cup. Fig. 3 shows a perspective view of a back-flow prevention member. Fig. 4 
shows a longitudinal sectional view of a part of the teat cup according to a second 
embodiment of the device. 
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
